The sentence used as a heading for 
this story, may seem to many of our 
readers a little too common; perhaps 
a trifle too shop-worn to bear repeat- 
ing, and yet is it? We have used the 
words very, very often, it is true, and 
will, more than likely use them many 
times again, for lack of a more expres- 
sive line; and we will have to ask 
your forgiveness, if such is warranted, 
for we can not but feel that at this 
time, more than ever before, are the 
words true in every respect. 

As we visit the farming communit- 
ies at this time, we are filled with 
that feeling of elation that comes 
when we view a beautiful picture, or 
listen to some perfect bar of music; it 
is a something that is evasive, unex- 
pressive and intangible, yet real; we 
can only tell the reasons for that feel- 
ing, and only do that in a small way. 

Central Alberta presents today a 
pleasing picture of prosperity and 
peace. Wheat fields shoulder high, 
and headed out, with not a few com- 
mencing to take on that golden ap- 

arance of ripeness. Rye and oats 
and barley making a proud stand on 
thousands upon thousands of acres. 
Hay fields with an abundant and phe- 
nomenal growth; gardens with a 
wealth of vegetables; and _ flowers 
growing in a riot of colors. 

This year’s crop, if we re to rely 
on our own observations, and the word 
of many, if not all the farmers, will 
be the greatest in our history. The 
season is two weeks ahead of last 
year, and the weather conditions are 
ideal for the growing and ripening of 
our grain; plenty of moisture is in 
the soil to see things through till har- 
vest, and barring a few hailstorms, no 
note of discord can be heard or even 
imagined. If one has any doubt about 
the outcome of agricultural pursuits 
this scoson, it will be forcefully expel- 
led by a visit to the ‘Agricultural 
Fairs” that are being held through- 
out Alberta. This year more than ev- 
er before are the exhibits a revelation; 
never before have we seen a_ better 
showing of farm produce than at two 
Certral Alberta Fairs, held this week. 
Sheaves of oats thirty inches high, 
well in head; Barley thirty four inch- 
es in height, also headed out and Rye 
well on the way to maturity, which 
will be ready to cut in about a week.

And as “things never looked bet- 
ter,” in regard to crop conditions, so it 
is true in regard to money conditions. 
‘he stores throughout these parts re- 
port a greater volume of business 
than ever; that the farmers are pros- 
perous in evident by the great num- 
bers seen in town, at picture shown, 
and dances, or driving brand new 
cars too. This condition is reflected 
when one notes the great throngs 
that attended the exhibitions in the 
two greater Alberta cities. Farm ma- 
chinery is more in demand, in fact, 
the implement houses find it increas- 
ingly hard to fill the demand for all 
kinds of machinery, and an outstand- 
ing fact is noted in this respect: cash 
deals are the rule, and not the excep- 
tion as they were a few years ago. 
100 p. c. more farm lighting plants 
and water systems have been installed 
this year than in any previous year; 
more building is going on both in town 
and country, and optimism is the key 
note of everyone. The faith placed 
in Central Alberta has been and is 
being justified . 
| We visited two of Central Alberta’s 
lake resorts this week, and were again 
impressed by the fact, that “things

Every available cottage at 
both lakes is filled to overflowing, 
and on Sunday we counted eight hun- 
dred autos at Gull Lake, and we miss- 
ed many more hidden away among 
the trees.

Lumber companies report the 
greatest volume of business in A1- 
berta since the boom year of 1912. 
One hundred milion feet of lumber 
is being cut in Alberta this year but 
the bulk of the supplies come from 
British Columbia mills. 

A press report from Telfordville 
states that the farmers are well 
pieased with the allocation of sta- 
tions on the twenty mile extension 
to the Hoadley subdivision of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway.
